WASHINGTON, Oct, 19.-—Resour- 
ces of national banks, notwithstanding 
the government's great program of 
war financing, again have exceeded | 
their previous record on strength. The | 
comptroller announced that total re- | 
sources on September 11th, the date | 
of the last bank call, were $16,543,- 
000,000. “If $5,000,000,000 of deposits | 
|should be withdrawn from the national | 
banks of the country,” the comptroller | 
isaid, “their deposits would still be | 
|$286,000,000 greater than they were | 
at this time In 1913, the year before | 
the outbreak of the European war. 

“It is also significent that while the 
national banks of the country have | 
assisted so liberally in the finanring | 
of the first liberay loan, involving to 
a certain extent the withdrawal of de- 
| posits, their deposits, as compared 
with May Ist last, before the liberty 
loan was announced, show an actual 
increase of $154,000,000, 
| Deposits are $1,872,000,000 greater 
than on September 12, 1916.” 

Total deposits are given as $13,234,- 
000,000. These figures include only | 
national banks and are independent of | 
savings banks, trust companies and / 


other similar institutions.

PRICES OF HOGS HERE; 


GLU11ED MARKE1 IN BRITAIN; 
EVIDENCE IN DAVIES INQUIRY

TORONTO, Oct, 19.-——-It was estab-

chases at extremely high prices, Tuese 
facts were gleaned from B, ©, Fox, 
general manager of the latter con- 
cern, when he was recalled to the 
witness stand in the afternoon by J, 
W. Bain, government counsel, 

“Aggressive” 

At first when questionad regard- 
ing the activities of the Matthews- 
Biackwell company, Mr, Fox was eva- 
Sive, stating that one cer and an- 
other was responsible for the forcing 
up of prices. Pressed further, how- 
ever, he admitted that the Matthews- 
Biackwell Cumpany had from time to 
time been ‘‘aggressive,”’ on the mar- 
ket. Finally, he agreed with a state- 
ment by Mr. Bain that the Matthews- 
Biackwell people at one time were 
willing to pay any price for hogs, 
and that the company he represented 
had also “transgressed” in this regard 

Questioned by Gordon Waldron, Mr, 
Fox denied that any organized at- 
tempt to raise prices had been made, 

“Dramatic itise”

Davies company and the 
Mathews-Biackwell company,—had in 
selling their products to the British 
war office, were suddenly terminated 
on Aug. 14, of this year, was told in 
cables between the agents of the com- 
panies in England and their head of- 
fices in Toronto, and produced at the 
government investigation into the 
bacon profits here this morning. 

T. F. Matthews, secretary-treasurer 
of the Mathews-Blackwell company, 
was in the witness box.

For August, 1916, it was $161,767,96i. 
For the six months period free 
goods were imported to the value of 
$250,836,205, and dutiable goods to 
the value of $299,089,018. Imports) 
totalled $549,925,223, apart from coin- | 
age and bullion, as against $390,965,- 
243. Duty collected for the ix months 
amounted to $88,280,620, as compared | 
with $70,102,554 for the same period 
last year.

The Journal takes credit to the 
Dominion Government for the ex- 
cellent technical training that#is 
being given returned soldiers in 
this provinee. It so happens that 
this training is being done, not by 
the Dominion, but by the Provin- 
Vhe Dominion 


cial government. 
authorities pay a part—a part of 
the cost. But the work is ecom- 
pletely under the eontrol, diree- 
tion and management of the -pro- 
vincial Department of Edueation 
and carried out upon the responsi- 
bility, and largely at the expense, 
of the Provincial government. Dr. 
Miller, provincial director of 
technical education, is, and has 
heen in charge of this work from 
ihe beginning, including the in- 
siruction given in the convales- 
ccnt homes. If, therefore, the sol- 
iers are getting good training, 
which seems to be the case, it is 
ihrough the Provincial Edueation 
Department they are getting it, 
the Dominion Government being 
entitled to credit for paying a 
part—a part only—of the cost.

The freight to Toronto was 
practically 2 cents per pound, the 
fish reaching that market at a cos 
of 6 cents, and at this figure we 
handed them over to the whole- 
salers, with the order that the fish 
was to be retailed at not more than 
10 cents per pound. There has been 
a great demand for the fish at the 
greatly reduced price, and we have 
been able to dispose of many car- 
loads in remarkably short time, 
Fish in Vancouver sells for from 
fifieen to twenty-five cénts per pound 
and if Mr. Hanna could reduce the 
price to ten cents it would be deeply 
appreciated As this city is on the 
coast, there would be no freight to 
pay, so the retail price here would be 
eight cents per pound instead of ten 
provided the fish could be bought 
from the fishermen at two cents. The 
consumers would be fortunate indee:

What the tanks have done is now 
history, their use in incieased num- 
bers alone testifying to their essential 
success. According to Frederick Pal- 
mer, American war correspondent 
With the British army: 

“In the later stages of the battle 
of the Somme the intervention of the 
tanks——though many machines failel 
from mechanical and other defects— 
saved some 20,000 British lives. . . 

“About the most convincing proof 
of the difference made by tiveir inter- 
vention is ocular, and is afforded by 
the ‘pattern’ of the field of battle over 
which @ British attack has passed. 
Where tanks have accompanied the 
“advance, and have been able to eat up |

ADDRESSED

country could not get the necessary 
men by any other means. He quoted 
Mr, Oliver as having said at Red 
Deer that he had been In favor of con- 
scription before Dr. Clark was. The 
speaker admitted that this was “an 
historic fact,” but, he added, this was 
In 1916, when 1,000 men were being 
enlisted every day, faster than they 
could be armed, equipped and drilled. 
Now, when voluntary recruiting had 
ceased, why, he asked, was the mem- 
ber from Edmonton so enthusiasti- 
cally following a leader who said that 
he would not accept conscription to 
all eternity? 

“When the government introduced 
compulsory service we had seven 
casuaities to one recruit,” he went on. 
The four Canadian divisions at the 
front were dwindling before our eyes. 
They were growing small by degrees 
and beautifully less. Then the gov- 
ernment said we must get men to 
provide reinforcements. I sald: ‘So 
do I!’ -But the Hamilton Times and 
Mr. Oliver got lukewarm, They must 
have got so bécause the proposal or- 
iginated from the other side of poli- 
des."” 

The speaker dealt with the condi- 
toins in Quebec, quoting from anti- 
conscriptionist orators in that prov- 
ince, and said that Laurier’s state- 
ment that he was in favor of the war 
but not of conscription was interpret- 
ed to men there that Canada should 
get out of the war. Le Canada’ had 
said that with no more men forthcom- 
ing the country’s ‘contribution would 
hereafter be supplies and munitions. 
“That means pork at 17 cents and mu- 
nitions at $8.00 a day,” said Dr. 
Clark. 

He defended conscription as being 
a more equitable system of providing 
men, It did not mean holding a pis- 
tol at the head of every man of mili- 
tary age. It meant the selection of 
the men best fitted for service, whe- 
ther military or otherwise. A farmer 
with a family, 48 years old, would not 
be allowed to go to the front, and 
many others more fitted, who have 
not volunteered, would have to serve. 

Dr. Clark denied that he and those 
who had voted with him were dis- 
unionists, but declared that a united 
Canada ceuld not be had if the proy- 
ince of Quebec were allowed to march 
up to the rest of the country and say, 
“We will unite with you if the union 
is on our terms.”’ 

A Challenge to Be Met 

“We are told In Montreal that we 
are assassins and butchers because 
we want to send aid to our boys,” he 
said. “That is a challenge to be met. 
We will have union, but it must be 
on our terms, not theirs. It is a way 
with we British, especially as we 
happen to be in the majority.” (Ap- 


plause, ) 
The Franchise Act 

Discussing the war franchise act, 
Dr, Clark defended it on the ground 
that the fight for democracy was be- 
ing fought, not in Canada, but in 
Western Europe, and that those who. 
Were opposed to democracy and all 
that Canada stood for should not be 
allowed to menace it in the rear, doc- 
trinaires to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing. “I don't like disfranchisement,” 
he said. “The franchise is the ex- 
pression of self-government in British 


countries. It should not lightly be in- 
terfered with, But if there is any 
threat against self-government in 


Canada it is the threat of those who 
have destroyed it in Belgium, and of 
those who, in this country, refuse to 
support the endeavor Canada is mak- 
ing to restore liberty and peace in 
that country. To remove this possi- 
bility I am not golng to worry about 
the loss of the votes of a few Germans 
and Austrians in this country.” 

Pr. Clark closed with an appeal to 
aive the union government & chance. 
There were opportunities of rare 
trouble if it did not work out, but it 
hod been formed and it should be giy- 
en a@ fair trial 

J. M. Douglas 

J. M. Douglas, late member for 
South Edmonton, said that he had 
been a Liberal all his life, although he 
had not 1iways supported his party 
in everything it did. In 1916 he had 
differed with his leader on the hi- 
lingual cuestion. This session he was 
not able to follow Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
in the matter Of providing recruits to 
fill up the forees at the front Ile 
had no hesitation in endorsing the 
policy of the government tn bringing 
forward the Military Service bill, 

Mr. Douglas eaid that he was in 
favor of the national government and 
predicted that Mr, Calder would 
eventually be the Liberal leader in the 
Dominion ef Canada, 

Dr. Parkin 

Dr. Parkin, who spoke at the First 
church, only practically repeated his 
address given in the afternoon at the 
Canadian club, expanding the ideas, 
and endorsing the principle of union 
government.

Each man’s case will be considered by a local, civil board, 
sitting in the where he lives, and will be decided as is desirable in the national interest. 
The idea ind the Military Service Act is to call up first only those whose absence 


civilian occupations will cause least disturbance to the country’s economic and social 


reinforcements—no more—are to be raised under the Act. 


Cases of Exemption 


Over 1,250 civic tribunals have been organized throughout Canada, known as 
Exemption Tribunals. These boards are comprised of 2 members, one appointed by the 
county judge and one by a joint committee of Parliament. It will be seen that these 
tribunals are non-military and independent. The membess are men closely *cquainted with 
conditions in the places where they sit and will be able to give each case sympat ‘etic attention,

PARLIAMENT 
Perliamentary Keminiscences and Re- 
flections: 1868-1885. By the Right 

Hon. Lord George Hamilton. 

In his reminiscences, as in his 
long career as a Consefvative and a 
champ.on of freedom of exchange, 
Lord George Hamilton is oyal and 
conscientious to a fault, intolerant of 
what he aptly calls “political narco- 
hes.” He began to write, he tells us 
in the preface, as a distraction from 
the anxieties of the war; but he is led 
through a consideration of the “ghast- 
ly failures” of Gladstone’s Govern- 
ments, and of the influence upon pub- 
he opinion of Giadstonian principies, 
to the lermulation of a severe moral 
ind.ctment of the Pacifiesst or Man- 
Cucever school of politics. In the con- 
Clud.mg Chapter, “Reflections,” he lays 
rauenal and, in a wide sense, pert- 
nenl,,empnasis on the phenomenon 
of tne conscientious objector as a re- 
sult of the doctrine of laissez-faire 
and tne idea of cultivating “cosmo- 
poitan amity” to the exciugion of seif- 
tucrificing patriotism. On the whole, 
however, the book is a weli-palanced 
personal record, with a wealth of 
characterization and anecdote to sup- 
pemeni the political principals and 
iGeas expressed in it, 

Lord George gives a particularly 
Sprizaty account of the earlier years 
of the carecr on which, as he tells us. 
he was launched “mainly by luck of 
& chapter of chances.” One feature 
of these pages that calls for comment 
is that Disraeli appears throughout 
in a softened and unusually advan- 
lugeous Leht, an accessible and kindiy 
figure. arly in his Par.iamentary 
life, Lord George conceived an intense 
sanuration and liking for his “politi- 
cai godfather,” who had persunauy 
eeiecied him, “very young, quite un- 
krown, and without repute or experi- 
ence, as one likely to get on in poli- 
tics.” There are several effective 
sidelights on the attitude of the Con- 
Servative leader toward his protege, 
notably the whimsical injunction, “All 
right, tule David; go in and kill Goli- 
ath.” On one occasion, feeling, as he 
would express it, a little bumptious, 
Lore George said: “You see, Mr. 
Bisracli, that I was quite right in al! 
= £aid the other day.” “Oh, were you!” 
Was the reply; “then, my dear boy, 
tay it uil over again.” 

Lord George prings out, with a der- 
cTiptlive facility occasionally bordering 
on the epigrammatic, the inner traits 
of many interesting Parliamentary 
figures, of Goschen, Cairns, Harting- 
ton, and Salisbury, in particular. The 
Cescription of Bishop Magee address- 
ing tne House of Lorde is excellent, as 
is aso the sketch of Delane, the de- 
ragogic editor of The Times. oft 
Gladstone. Lerd George has, naturally 
(rough little to say that is particular- 
ly illuminating in the way of personal 
caracterization. A sense of distrust, 
fostered by many years of observation 
6nd experience as an active antagon- 
ist, has led him to plate what the im- 
partial reader will no dcubt regard as 
urdue emphasis on the disingenuous- 
hess and sophistry ef the great ex- 
Penent of Liberalism. He cites one 
very amusing ins*‘ance of Cladstonian 
Quickness and unfairness in dchate. 
G adstone was speaking in Commons, 
when some one interrupted him from 
the Misisterial side. 

He thought that it was Lord 
Birrmngton who so interrupted.

MANY THINGS NEEDED TO MAKE A SHOE 


FIAT’S tp a shoet 
W Take a factory tag that teils 
how a shoe is made. Count on 
ot sixty different items of material: also 
different ttems of labor. That shows 
many of the things in a case. And there 
ers. 
OS come the materials? When 
you look at @ shoe you see the four cor- 
ners of the globe pulled together in it. 

Begin with the bottom, or sole, made 
from the hide of a Texas steer, tanned in 
oak from Pennsylvanis forests. And the 
nesi is of South American ary hide, 
tanned in hemiock bark 

It’s a kidskin shoe you have? It looks 
at, although one never can tell for sure 
these days) The vamp !s made of a goat 
of Brazil. It is tanned with chrome from 
New Caledonia, is blacked with logwood 
from Jamaica, and is glazed with glass 
from Austria. 

The top is of a kidskin tanned in NI- 
geria, brought to Peabody and there re- 
tanned and finished. The tongue is of 
sheep leather. The sheep grew in Argen- 
tina. The leather linings are of skins of 
sheep that grew in Australia. The skins 
were tanned in sumgc from Sicily 

Some of the leather is treated with 
“fat liquor,” an emulsion made of cod oil 
from Labrador and acids from one of the 
@ew Americap chemical! laboratoriea 


Yet only a few of the things that the 
tanner used in making the shoe have 
been mentioned. He also uses, in his 
mystery of tanning, “divi-divi" from the 
Rast Indies, valonia from Turkey, myro- 
bolane from Indian and algarobilla frem 
the land knows where; salt from Michi- 
gan; sawdust from Maine mills; egg yolk 
from Ruasia; blood from Chicago, and 
degras from France—and a few other 
things from a few other countries be- 
sides. 

If there's any fellow under the sun, 
from an Eskimo to Patagonian, or from 
a Hottentot to a Kerean, who has a hide 
or skin to seli, he cam get his price for it, 
it he will show it to 2 Yankee tanner, 
for the Yankee tanmer is buying pelts 
everywhere. 

The leather of which the shoo is made 
is fastened together with thread of Irish 
linen or Georgia cotton. The lacings are 
of Egyptian or long fiber Sea Isiand cot- 
ton, tough and strong. The buttons are 
ef bone, pearl or paper, American or Eu- 
ropean. The eyclets are of Drass, coated 
with celluloid. The brass comes from 
munitions factories, when they are will- 
ing to give up any. The celluloid comes 
from the gunpowder factories. 

The tacks are made by the millions, in 
Massachusetts, of steol from the United 
States Steal Corporation. The ame 


true of the heel naila, and of the shanks 
in ths arches of the shoe. If a person 
prefers wood pegs, that won't acratch 
hardwood floors, in the heels of his shoes, 
be may get them at a New Hampshire 
ehop 

The welt may be of pigskin. The pig 
waa killed in Packingtown and his pelt 
was tanned in Peabody. His bristles 
were saved and mads into brushes for 
cleaning the shoes. 

Between the outsole and the insole of 
the shoe is the “filler,” a composition of 
rubder from Ceylon cut with naphtha 
and mixed with ground cork from Portu- 
gal 

The insole, perhaps, is of good bark- 
tanne] leather. But it may be of ber, 
coated with a sheet of leather. The box 
toe may algo be of leather. But more 
likely it is of felt, filled with shellac, to 
make it stiff. Likewise the counter may 
be of leather. But more likely it is of 
leatherboard, or celluloid, or of scraps of 
leather pasted together with four paste 
and compressed. 

The felt is mado from waste woolen, 
perhaps old coats. The shellac is from 
the Imc tree of India and the leather- 
beard ts made down in Maine of shredded 
leather, hemp and jute from India, and 
other thinca. 


Yet a fow more things are used in the 
making of a shoe. The last, over which 
the shoe is fashioned, is of maple from 
Michigan. The patterns, by which the 
uppers are cut, are of paper board, made 
from old newspapers. 

They are bound with brass. The brass 
is stripped from them, after they become 
obsolete, and it is used for brazing the 
steel dies with which leather is cut for 
several parts of the shoe.

Every housewife knows the trage- 
dy of jelly that won't jelly. Make it 
ever so wisely; weigh all ingredients 
to the fraction of an ounce, bolt ft ex- 
actly to directions; do ev- 
erything, in short, that a conscientious 
jelly maker can do—there stil) is 
that occasional kettle of jelly which, 
instead of being bright and clear, firm 


and tender, is either soft and syrupy, 
tough and rubbery or cloudy and un- 
appetizing. Or, if none of these things 
happen, the wretched stuff may mar 


an otherwise blameless existence by - 


crystallizing all over the top and 
around the edges—even if the crystal. 
lization does not extend through the 
whole glass. 

Knowing just why jelly becomes 
soft or tough or cloudy, or why it cry- 
stallizes in the glass, will enable the 
housewife to avoid such disappoint- 
ments.
